Army Nurses — When our lojtl women have 
furnuhed all the camp requisites for our soldiers’ 
comfort, they may next be called upon to attend 
to tho wants of tho wounded and minister to the 
couch of p.*ln. This will not bo as pleasant a 
task os sewing for their defenders, but it will be- 
come a duty, and will therefore be met in the no- 
blest spirit of ee!f sacrifice. Whero the war has 
raged violantly women have been engaged as 
nurses for tbe army. A New York contemporary 
says one of the first calls of tho National Sanita- 
ry Association upon the patriotism and humanity 
of the country, was for horoic women, who were 
willing to enter upon tho sad and trying duties of 
the hospitals. Scores of ladies from that city, 
among them many of eminent delicacy and re- 
finement, accustomed to all the luxuries of our 
highest civilization, immediately offered their 
bounteous stores of tenderness and compassion 
freo to the national cause. With this womanly 
sympathy for the suffering soldier, there was 
mingled an ignorant and romantic notion of the 
sort of duties to be performed. Many young la- 
dies thought that kind looks, soft worth, an 
amiable demeanor, a gentle hand, and a knack of 
preparing nice jellies and confections, wore the 
main requisites for successful nursing; and in 
these respects they wore admirably qualified. 
They did not know cf the strong arms, 
the courage, the absence of all fastideousness, 
the everlasting patience that are the indispensa- 
ble qualifications cf a good nurse. The National 
Sanitary Association and their co-operating eocie- 
tie3 in that city were obliged, in view cf those 
considerations, to reject about nine out of ten of 
tbe applicants. It was an ungracious act, but 
justice to the sick and wcuuJed soldiorB demanded 
it. A robust frame, hands red with work, some 
previous experience in the tending of sick persons, 
and, lastly, an age of not lees than thirty years, 
were the only passports to acceptance. Tho last 
bar was the most effectual of all. Ladies would 
argue awa> all the other objections, and claim, 
with a good show of reason, that a very short 
practical c.-periecce would make skilful nurses of 
then); but, as for tho age — since that was an in- 
thxiLle rub — they confessed, with perfect candor* 
that they ould not become hospital nurses for a 
groat manj years yet. Notwithstanding the ex 
acting Btanlard of rcquirements—e^pecislly that 
of age— th< Sanitary Association succeeded in ob - 
taining a logo proportion of the best nurses now 
engaged anong the army of the Potomac. Pre- 
vious to thiir departure, unless they were already 
thoroughly familiar with the treatment of tbo 
sick, they were required to walk the city hospi- 
tals for a certain length of time, under the imme- 
diate care aid attention of the distinguished med- 
ical gentlonen a'.Uched to those institutions. 
This prelim uary training qualified them to enter 
upon their ciflkult labors with a large share cf 
practical wkdom and experience. 

We do no. know that there is one wonan in 
Louisville who has reached the era between her 
fourth and ffth climacteric; we know grand-moth- 
ers who are loath to confess to it, but we think 
our ladies vill be justified in using a little pious 
fraud to emble tbsm to become useful as nurses 
for the aruy hospitals. Lot them declare that 
they are over thirty, and insist upon being re- 
ceived; the Surgeon will wink at the innocent 
deception, fr.d never call for the family records, 
so genera lh kept between the Old and the New 
Testament that they are justly regarded as 
apoebrypha authority. Thus we may obtain an 
army of mhistoring angels, but before any one 
joins it, thi duties should bo well considered. 
They do notcomprehend alone tho watch by the 
fever-tossed ued, or the placing of cooling liquids 
to parched lq*?, but thoy have to deal with ampu- 
tations, gbaitly wounds, the cleansing of gan- 
grenes, and .he hopeless care of mortified limb'; 
they are to be performed not in recently arranged 
sick-rooms, tut wherever the surging of the wsr- 
wave dashet I ha fury of battle. We mention 
these things that our women may know the 
full natu;e of the charge to which they may 
be called to devote tbemselvos, and because wo 
know that tbe magnitude of tho sac ifice will not 
deter them from undertaking it.

Paducah, Kr., Nov. 22. 

The letter from Paducah which you published a 
few days ago, copied from tho Cincinnati Gazette, 
is full of error, and U calculated to do harm. 
Tho writer is muduken in almost every particular 
contained in his letter. Gen. Smith never bad 
the (lightest intention of asking any attack upon 
Columbus, and Gen. Grant had no expectation of 
any such foolish thing. As a mere feint or dem- 
onstration, our Commandant, Gen. Smith, sent 
Gen. Payne with three or feur thousand men and 
some oavalry in the direction cf Coiambus, but 
with strict oiders not to approach nearer than 
twenty miles of that place. 

1 am not prepared to state what Gen. Grant’s 
plan was, but 1 am certain that thtre was no ex- 
pectation on the part of Gen. Grant that the 
forces from Paducah should attack Columbus. 
Tho declaration of the correspondent above 
named that Gen. Smith was under arrest for fail- 
ing to attack Columbus, &c , la a ridiculous false- 
hood. 

If he had sent Gen. Payne down there for euch 
a purpose , with no other preparations than we 
know were made, he would have been, or, in my 
opinion, ought to have been, arrested, l’ou may 
be assured that if Gen. Smith attempts to tako 
Columbus by eterm be will, in tbe firdt place, bo 
very sure to be “ there or thereabout «” himself.

Gen. McClellan — Dr. Ruasoll, under date 
of the 17th nit., writes this gossip concerning 
the G&neral- la- chief of our armies: 

General McClellan left his quarters in Wash- 
ington on Ft id ay, ar.d spent nearly all Saturday 
in examining the front of the position along 
which he is slowly pushing his battalions; and his 
unusual absence from tbe city gave rise to many 
of the queer eccentricities cf expression called 
rumors. It must be pleasant to get away some- 
times from cabinet ministers and statesmen, 
though, truth to tell, the General is not much 
concornod about keeping them waitiag, for as yet 
he feels his logs very strong under him. He is 
standing on tho supports of all the United States, 
but ono step may make him know hi* feet are of 
clay — that soft and yielding stuff which is only to 
be hardened in the fire of victorious battle. HI) 
quarters are In a pleasant house at I ho corner of 
a fquare — not unlike that of Gordon or Euston. 

By day the door and windows are oper; a sen- 
try in blue tunic, blue cap, blae tr^wsers, all 
wiihout what are calUel facings, brass buttons 
with a distr icted eapls thereupon, and a waist- 
belt with a brass buckle inscribed^'U. S.” walks 
up and dowD, generally with a pipe or cigar in 
his mouth and bis firelock carried horizontally over 
his shoulder, so as to bring the bayonet on a level 
with any eyo of w r hich Ihe unwary owner may be 
coming round the corner. Several dragoon horses 
aro bitched up by the rail and the trees along the 
pavtment, standing patiently and goed natu redly, 
as American horses are wont to do, or, at mast, 
stamping and kicking off the flies, wh’cli in tho 
United States try patience and good temper so 
hardly. 

At*the door are ready orderlie 1 *, two quick, in- 
telligent young men, who are civil without Using 
servile, and who, in being eo, afford some con- 
trast to the various independent soldiers lounging 
or sitting cn the steps reading newspaj)ors, and 
wailing for answers to their messages. There is 
a sort of “Open Seeame” air about the place 
which does not prevent ihe secrets inside belD^ 
well kept. In the parlors are seattd officers am 
visitors smoking or talking. The tables ars cov- 
ered with a litter of pipers and journals and torn 
envelopes, and tho clacking tongue of the tele- 
graph instrument roBounds through the building. 

The General is generally up stairs, and sundry 
gentle Cerberi bar the entrance to his presence; 
nor U he destitute of the art of makiog himself 
invisible when he pleases. His staff are excel- 
lent men, I am toll, and most courteous ar.d gen- 
tlemanly I know, bo far as my pcr-onal experi- 
ence got-p, nor could any commander be served 
more efficiently than the General is by such men 
as Brig. Gen. Vanvliet, or Col. Hudson, notwith- 
standing the ab-encs of a good deal of tbe stiff 
ness which marks the approaches to some head- 
quarters, as Gen. McClellan found when he and 
h>e brother commissioners sought in vain to ob- 
tain access to Marebal Palissier in the Crimea. 

Tho General, a short time ago an employee on 
the Central Illinois Railway, but still with so 
much of i he old spirit in him that he studied 
ciosoly all the movements of that short Italian 
campaign of which he is not doomed to give a 
counterpart in thisp\rt of the world, is a nocturne, 
and, at tho close of long laborious days, works 
hard and fast late into the night till bleep pursues 
and overtakes him, when be surrenders readily, 
for ho has one of those natures which need a fair 
shara of rest, capable though they be of great 
exertion without it on occasion, lie woiki hard, 
too, in ths saddle, ard, when the business of the 
morning has been def patched, off he goes, attend- 
ed by a few officers ard a small escort of orderlio* 
and troops, across the Potomac, visiting the 
camps, examining positions, eating whero fortune 
spreads tbe board, and returning, generally after 
nightfall, to look over the reports, to issue orders, 
to baffle little politicians, ana to stand on the de- 
fensive against those of larger dimensions. 

Hero he i 3 natural, but vigilant — candid, but 
prudent — tobacco ruminant or famant, full of life, 
and yet contemplative — of a temper, indeed, 
which 8eemd to take some of its color from that of 
the accidents of its surroundings in time and 
place. Extraordinary acts are ascribed to him of 
which he knows nothing. He is tho “Hartun 
Alrascbid” of the journalists. At one time, at- 
tired as a vivandiere, be is testing the quality of 
lager- beor; again, a? a simple volunteer, ho is 
visiting the coramissariate stores and making 
practical experiments on bread and meat. Anon 
he is oncountertd as a vedette, or starts out of a 
wood with embrowned face as a contraband, and 
before the week is over he has done everything 
except tho thing ho has been really engaged on. 
Oh, “Young Napoleon,” what a dreadful hundred 
daj’8 are in store for you., One can fancy even now 
the sc ldier sighing for the angulos iste in the pa- 
latial building devoted to the labors of Central 
Illinois cfflrials at Chicago.

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As Injurious Fallact — lino of the nu- 
merous fallacies which havo lately obtained 
greater or leas currency in our country is the 
assumption that slavery is the causo of the 
rebellion. This fallacy derives especial consc- 
quonce from the sanction of many of the most 
conservative and enlightened men amongst 
us. Indeed, it seems in the North at least to 
be adopted passively by men of all political 
complexions alike. Ia a paper contributed 
recently to the New York Ledger, Mr. 
Everett, the bright particular star of 
political philosophy and lexers in America, 
goes to the length of making this fallacy 
the basis of a formal arraignment of En- 
gland and Franco on account of their course 
with reference to tho rebellion, lie makes 
the fallacy the very foundation of a studied 
public essay. In considerat ion of the weight of 
Mr. Everett’s name, and of his uncommon 
literary ability, we will take the statement of 
the fallacy which we fiod in this essay as the 
text of what we have to say on the subject. 
Mr. Everett says: 

That the rebellion bad its origin in slavery is 
just as certain aa that tho war < f tho American 
Revolution had its irigin in thorLiim of the Brit- 
ish Ministry of a right to tax America. Attempts 
have been inode abroad to throw doubt upon this 
point, and to make the manufacturing in teres' 
of France and Eugland believe thit the protective 
policy and not slavery Is Iho cause of the war. 
We in this country know better. We know that 
though tho public mind at the Smith has a^itnea 
been ioliamod on the buI j set of the tariff, yet 
that it always had friends there; that the culture 
of cotton was oiiginally introduced ur.der the 
operation of a protecting duty; that the sugar 
culture was not only introdu :ed but sustained by 
protection; that t bo high duties at the closo of 
the war of 1812 woro euacteJ under the influer.es 
of the leaning Southern Members of Congres 
and that tho discontent of the South on thi* sub- 
ject, fomented by ambitious men, had culminated 
aud yielded tj Constitutional modes of adjustment 
a generation ago. Even when it seemed most 
ominous of mischief, in the days of nullification, 
we know, in the language of Presidont Jackson 
in May. 1833 — himself no frien l of high protec- 
tion — that “the tariff was but the pretext; that 
disunion and a Southern Confederacy wag the real 
object.” We did not then know with what pro- 
phetic foresight it was ad ed by him, that “the 
nex’ pretext will bs the negro or slavery ques- 
tion. 

Mr. Everett hero asserts that “the rebellion 
had its origin in slavery”; and, by way of il- 
lustrating and enforcing his assertion, he quotes 
with approval aud characterizes as “prophetic’ 
the declaration of Pre-idoot Jackson that “tho 
real object” of the nulliticrs ia 1832 was “dis- 
union and a Southern Confederacy”, that “the 
tariff’ was but tho pretext”, and that 
“the next pretext” would be “tho negro 
or slavery question”, hereby, instead of 
supporting his assertion, conceding that 
his assertion is unfounded, and that the rebel- 
lion is simply the culmination of tha move 
meat sot on foot by tho nallificre in 1832 
having its origin not in “the tariff ” nor yet in 
“the negro or slavery question”, each of which 
is a “pretext” only, but in the longing for 
“disunion and a Southern Confederacy”, which 
is “the real object”. Mr. Everett’s statement 
of his argument confutes it, — confutes it so 
effectually that wo can add nothing to the 
force of the confutation. 

The rebellion, as Mr. Everett concedes in 
quoting with his sanction tho remarkable dec 
laration of President Jackson, had its origin 
in that most fa*al of all political delusions, the 
dream of Southern Independence. Slavery 
“but the pretext” now, as “the tariff” was in 
1832. The rebellion had its origin in neither 
the otle nor the other nor in both together. 
Each in succession has been made “the pre 
text”, but a pretext is not a cause ; it is cm 
ployed to conceal a cau 60 An evil-doer 
usually docs evil under some pretext of doing 
good; and it would be just as rational and 
philosophical to ascribe the action of an evil 
doer to the virtuous pretext he may see fit to 
offer as to ascribe this rebellion to slavery or 
to anything clso which is notoriously a mere 
pretext. Tho causo of the rebellion exists in- 
dependently of slavery; it gave birth to the 
rebellion before slavery was thought of even 
as a pretext; and sooner or later it would 
have brought up the rebellion to its present 
maturity if slavery had never been planted on 
this continent. 

Laying out of view the nature of human 
ambition, which is a fixed quantity in all rea- 
sonings concerning man, the causo of the re- 
bellion lies in the nature of our government, 
which unavoidably affords peculiar induce- 
ments to the demagogue and seditionist, and 
peculiar advantages for the successful prosecu- 
tion of the arts of those vile architects of ruin. 
The unity of a federal republic extending over 
half a continent must in tho very nature of 
thing* ba asstiled formidably during its career 
some time or another on some pretext or an- 
other ami perchance many times on many pre- 
texts. So much results from the necessities of 
the case. Wo need not enlarge on the 
point. The rebellion has simply grown 
out of the necessary evils of our political 
system, aud tho solo issue the out- 
break presents to us is whether or not that no- 
ble fabric, reared by our fathers at each a stu- 
pendous cost of endeavor and of sacrifice, shall 
be ignobly suffered to fail beneath it 3 own 
prop?r weight. If wo fail to uphold it, as wo 
assuredly* shall not, our failure will |>o owing 
exclusively to tho impracticability of self-gov- 
ernment on a respectable scale, and not to the 
slavery question, or any other political acci- 
dent which may have caught apparent magni- 
tude from the passions of the strife. Tho fail- 
ure, if it should take placo, would be a gen- 
eral scandal lathe hum m rsce, and not espe- 
cially to the slaveholdiog part of it. The 
clear and clean issue raised by the rebel- 
lion is whether the fruits of tho necessary good 
of free government arc stronger or weaker than 
the fruits of the necessary evil. Tho straggle 
between tho two, which began upon our soil 
upwards of seventy years ago under circum- 
stan es more favorablo to the dignity and hopes 
of n m than will probably ever exist on any 
other field of trial, has come to arms, and 
must be determined on the battle-field. The 
essential and nailed question on trial in this 
mighty conflict is the possibility of free gov- 
ernment amongst men and nothing less and 
nothing else. The slavery question is a bare 
pretext, a mere guise held up to conceal the 
roal cause, and to treat it as something greater 
is to dangerously misconceive and degrade the 
contest. 

But the fallacy is directly and especially in- 
jurious by reason of the aid and comfort it 
gives the scattered but active and unsleeping 
fanatics who desire to convert tho war for tho 
preservation of the nation into a crusade 
against one of tho institutions of the nation. 
“If slavery is tho cause of tho rebellion,” 
these fanatics argue, “then let us go to work 
logically, and remove the effect, and forestall 
its reproduction in all time to come, by remov- 
ing the cause. ” And the appeal, however it 
may be parried by Mr. Everett himself, is cal- 
culated to prove but too effective with minds 
less strongly fortified by moderation and enlight- 
enment than his own, particularly when drawn 
by a process so plain aud simple from premises 
which ho aud men like him lay down or graut 
or tako for granted. The pernicious influence 
of such inadvertency on the part of our North- 
ern friends is manifest and startling. We en- 
treat them to pause and consider. Their 



conrso is really suicidal. Every conservative 
who countenances tho fallacy that slavery is 
the cause of the rebellion thereby put* into the 
hands of tho anti-slavery zealots a club with 
which they will try furiously to break his own 
head aud beat out tho life of the country. 
Surely there is neither sense nor chivalry in 
this. 

ggrTke Evansville Journal and some others 
of our contemporaries, in discussing tho 
probable action of Great Britain in reference 
to the forcible taking of •Slidell and Mason 
from its steamer Trent, do not seem to dis- 
criminate between tho belligerent .right of 
fcNircb, aud the entirely different claim set up 
by Great Britain, aud resisted by our Govern- 
ment, of visiting aud searching ou» vessels when 
our international relations are pacific, for 
the purpose of impressing English sailors who 
may be found therein acting as sailors under 
our flag. It is coucedcd by every civil- 
ized nation that a belligerent has tho right to 
search a neutral vessel, if there is probable 
cause or even suspicion that it carries goods 
contraband of war, soldiers, ambassadors, or 
despatches, aud tho carrying of hostile men is 
regarded as a more flagrant violation of neu- 
trality than the transportation of military 
stores. That Slidell aud Misou ran the 
blockade at Charleston and cscajied to 
Havana must havo been known to the 
officer in charge of the steamer Trent when 
he received tho two Confederate envoys as 
passengers at tho latter port, and therefore 
the veesel withdrew herself from, the pro- 
tection of her flag and renderei herself liable 
to seizure and confiscation. Indeed, she would 
have been liable anyhow. There has never 
been a decision of the English Admiralty or 
of the United States Supreme Court which 
denied or impaired tho right of belligerents to 
search ueutral vessel.-; the law of both coun- 
tries has been founded on the same immuta- 
ble natural rights of scif-protoclion and the 
conventional regulations which aro applicable 
to all nations when in a state of war. In sup- 
port of this assertion we may adduce two facts; 
first, that when Eogland aud France were al- 
lies against Russia in the Crimean war, QuecD 
Victoria’s proclamation of March 28, 1854, 
declared “that while it was impossible for Her. 
Majesty to forego the exercise of her right of 
seizing articles contraband of war and of pre- 
venting neutrals from bearing the enemy's de- 
spatches, and whilo she must maintain the 
right of a belligerent to prevent neutrals from 
breaking any effective blockade which might 
be established with an adequate force against 
the enemy ’s forts, harbors or coasts, yet her 
Majesty wouli waive the right of seizing ene* 
my’s property taken on board a neutral vessel 
unless it were contraband of war.” Secondly, 
Judgo Story, in tho case of tho seizure of a 
Swedish vessel by our privateer Lawrence for 
carrying contraband goods, said, when de 
livering the opinion of our Supreme Court, 
th.it, “in coses of a nroro flagrant character, 
such a 3 carrying despatches or hostile military 
passengers, an engagement in tho transport 
service of the enemy and a breach of blockade, 
the penalty of confiscation of the vessel has 
also been inflicted.” It is here evident that 
Great Britain waived a right which she re- 
garded &3 hers by the law of nations, pro hoc 
vice , to adapt her policy to that of France, her 
temporary ally. 

The Evansvillo Journal will readily compre- 
hend from these facts that Great Britain can 
tako no exception to the conduct of Captain 
Wilkes unless she stultifies herself by over- 
ruling the royal proclamation of 1851, reversing 
ifce decisions of her Admiralty Courts and 
her most ihtclligent jurists, and doubling on 
tho track of all her precedents and policy 
We shall not, as our Evansville contemporary 
thinks, have to repudiate any position which 
has heretofore been taken by our Government 
Great Britain cannot avoid a full recognition 
of the doctrines which she has heretofore so 
pcrsistingly avowed; she cannot aver that Sli- 
dell and Mason were taken as passengers on 
board the Trent in ignorance of their diplo- 
matic appointment, or that they were bearers 
of despatches, for, if theso facts were not 
known when they were received at Havana 
they were communicated when Lieut. Fairfax 
boarded tho steamer near the Bahamas, and 
therefore its commander had no right to hesi- 
tate one moment in surrendering the contra 
band envoys. And it would make no differ- 
ence if the fact on this last point wore differ- 
ent. 

We desire to call the attention of the Evans 
villa Journal and all other doubting contem- 
poraries to another fact, which is recalled to 
our recollection by a correspondent of the New 
York Journal of Commerce, which is that in 
the well-known discussion which preceded tho 
treaty negotiated at Washington between Mr. 
Webster, when Secretary of State, and Lord 
Ashburton, the positions taken by the Admi- 
ralty Courts of both countries were not at all 
interfered with, although there is a popular 
opinion to the contrary, as appears from Mr. 
Webster’s subsequent despatch of March 28, 
1843, to Edward Everett, then our Minister to 
England, in which he said: “Lord Aberdeeu 
is entirely correct in saying that the claim of 
the right of search was not discussed during 
the late negotiations, and that neither was any 
concession required by this Government, nor 
made by Her Britannic Majesty.” The right 
here referred to was the belligerent right and 
not the right in time of peace, to which Lord 
Aberdeen replied: “The right of search, ex- 
cept when specifically conceded by treaty, is a 
purely belligerent right, and can iiave no ex- 
istence on the high seas during peace;” 
and Mr. Webster, in response, assert- 
ed that “the right of visit to be ef- 
fectual must come iu the end to include 
search, and thus to exercise in peace an au- 
thority which the law of nations only allows in 
times of war.” Apply this to tho case of 
Capt. Wilkes and it will be seen that he 
had a perfect belligerent right to act as he 
did towards the British neutral steamer, 
upon the very terms of the correspondence 
which led to the Ashburton Treaty. Great 
Britain therefore can take no exception to the 
action of our naval officer, but on the contra- 
ry will have to concede that he acted with 
moderation and in a friendly spirit towards 
her subjects ia not seizing their property en- 
gaged in carrying articles contraband of war 
and subjecting it to condemnation. We have 
no doubt that Lord Palmerston will occupy 
tho same position now on this question that 
he did during tho Canadian rebellion, when he 
rewarded McNab for seizing and destroying 
our stoamer Caroline, without waiting for the 
forms of the Admiralty courts.

If this war has been causeless, so, from the 
very first, it has boon hopeless. The infatua- 
tion which magnified the grievances com- 
plained of as sufficient causes for such a sui- 
cidal as well as fratricidal war, grew into 
madness when its leaders looked around for 
grounds of hope that it might possibly, against 
such tremendous odds and such fearful chances, 
prove successful. 

The apathy of the North for a great length' 
of time; the eagerness with which commercial 
and interested men caught at any compromise 
which might avert so dreadful a calamity, 
^ecmed, for a time, to justify the hope of a 
divided North. But that insult of the national 
flag at Sumpter— that outrage upon the smoth- 
ered and dormant love of country which ani- 
mated nearly every loyal breast in tho loyal 
States— soon dispelled this fallacious hope. 

Then aroso that gigantic phantom, King 
Cotton, and tho hopes based upon his magnif- 
icent promises grew into tho most triumphant 
certainties; but King Cotton has abdicated 
and King Corn is now firmly seated upon the 
throne, at least during the continuance of the 
war. Nay, King Cotton is dead-*-buried by 
the very hands that built up his baseless 
throne for him. England no more can be 
dragged at the iron wheels of his car. She 
has forever declared her independence, and 
henceforth will depend upon her own colonics 
for a supply. 

Then the blockade was sure to be broken in 
month — before winter — within tho year; 
but will England run all the hazards of a war 
with the Federal Government? sacrifice its vast 
commerce with this country, and deprive mil- 
lions of her children of bread just to gratify 
the clamors of one class of capitalists, and all 
this for tho disinterested purpose of upholding 
an unnatural and causeless rebellion ? 

These hopes we have all heard vaunted to 
the skies. Only one other havo we ever heard 
whispered — that the battle is not always with 
the strong — that the Lord is able to conquer 
by few as easily as by the many; and that this 
is a holy cause, and is sustained by tho faith 
and prayers of some of the best people who 
ever lived. 

Well, this is a sad fact, and a great mystery! 
And of all the manifold phases of human de- 
lusion, this is tho most astonishing and incom- 
prehensible. But it is not the first time that 
a misguided people “have put bitter for sweet, 
aud sweet for bitter, evil for good, aud good for 
evil.” It is, however, about the first time 
that causeless resistance to a mild and benefi- 
cent Government, by the Anglo-Saxon race, 
has been called a holy cause: the first time 
that treason has been baptized by the name of 
patriotism; and treachery, robbery, and false 
swearing exalted into virtues of the most he 
roic class. 

If the only hope of the Confederates is that 
the Supremo Ruler of the Universe will work 
a sort of miracle in defence of their causo, on 
the ground that it is a righteous cause, then 
indeed must their delusive hopes soon be turned 
to black despair! 

Desperate expedients, the indomitable will 
of infatuated, misguided multitudes, and the 
madness of desperation on the part of the 
leaders, seem to be the only remaining grounds 
of hope (that in this miserable struggle), their 
side may be kept up during the winter. All 
reasonable grounds of hope were taken away 
when all parties at the North became a unit 
in this cause; when the Financial policy 
of its Government was pronounced a signal 
success; and the Cotton Schemo of the Sauth 
a disgraceful failure; and when, unable to vin 
dicate their claims to independence by their 
own prowess or resources, they have utterly 
failed in all their endeavors either to bribe or 
coerce Foreign Towers to undertake their 
cause for them.

Wilkes the hospitalities 
of the city for capturing Mason and Slidell, 
while the Government of the United States has 
tendered to Mason and Slidell tho hospitalities 
of Fort Warren. 
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SSyThe growing defection toward the usur- 
pations of the Confederate Government in 
North Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, and Ten 
nessco is evinced in all the information we can 
derive from those quarters. We had the other 
day tho account of a convention held at Hat 
teras, in which forty-five counties of North 
Carolina were represented, where the Southern 
Confederacy was repudiated, the United States 
flag hoisted, and a Provisional Government 
established. The Evansville Journal tolls us 
that u lady passed through that place a day or 
two since on her way to Macon, Georgia, and 
she said that her husband, though obliged to 
keep quiet, was at heart a loyal citizen, and 
with his neighbors, had concealed an Ameri 
can flag, hoping that the day was not far dis- 
tant when they could raise it with impunity 
that thousands of the people of Georgia, though 
they wero forced to give in their allegiance to 
Jeff. Davis, prayed daily for the success of the 
Union army and longed for the hour of their 
deliverance, and she knew many officers in the 
Confederate army who had been driven to 
take up arms to preserve their prop- 
erty and lives. In Alabama they arc 
disgusted with the tyranny and despotism of 
the Confederate President, and Gen. Walker 
has resigned because Davis selected his own 
brother-in-law, Col. Richard Taylor, and made 
him General over Walker’s brigade, which he 
had for manv months drilled and put in a state 
of discipline, though Taylor was one of Wal- 
ker’s junior Colonels, and had been but a short 
time in the service. When Walkef remon- 
strated with the War Department against this 
flagrant injustice, Secretary Benjamin paid no 
attention to it, but kept, contemptuously, si- 
lence, and “this last indignity,” tho Charles- 
ton Mercury says, “broke the proud soldier’s 
patience and made him resign his command.’’ 
These are a few of the signs which are so very 
significant of a sundering of the chain of folly, 
madness, and crime, which has bound our 
Southern brethren to their false idols and en- 
slaved them to the doctrines of their false 
teachers.

ffgrla justice to all concerned wc republish 
the following sketch of Gen. Patterson's re- 
cent speech, premising merely that the pre- 
sumption is in favor of the truth of the vete- 
ran’s statements: 

Gen. Patterson’s Defence.— The members 
of the First City Tro^p, of Philadelphia, on Sat- 
urday, commemorated the formation of tho com- 
pany in 1774 by a supper at the Continental. 
Gen. l'atterson was present , and, iu 'response to a 
toast and three cheers, made a forcible speech ex- 
plaining his reasons for not intercepting Gsu. 
ohnston previous ro the battle of Manassas Junc- 
tion. He returned thanks for the compliment 
him and for the mannor in which it had 
received. lie said that he was not in the 
habit of giving reasons for anything he did or did 
not do, but in the presence of men of so much in- 
telligence as the members of the First City Troop, 
a part of his command in the short campaign in 
the valley of Virginia, he considered it due to 
them as well as to him3olf to give a short state- 
ment of facts. 

During the latter pirt of July, all August, and 
>art of September, there was no slander against 
lira so gross that it could not be asserted and re- 
iterated with impunity and swallowed with avid- 
ity. The geutlemoQ of the Troop knew how 
false these slanders were. lie had submitted to 
them in quiet, although he had the documents in 
his po&tebtsion to prove that he did all that he was 
ordered to do, and more than any one had a right 
to expect under the circumstances in which he 
and his command were placed, and he defied any 
man. high or low, to put his finger on an order 
disobeyed. 

The gentlemen of the troop were witnesses of 
what was done, atd l.e asserted what they knew 
to be true, that the column was well conducted. 
There wan not a fal step mado nor a blunder 
committed. The skirmishers were always in 
front aud the flanks well protected. They were 
caught in no trap ard fell into no ambuscade. 
Thoy repeatedly offered the enemy battle, and 
when they accepted it they beat them. There 
was no difeat and nu retreat with his column. 

It might bo asked, “Why have >ou not nmde 
this statement sooner?” Macau^e the publication 
of the documents sooner would have been most 
detrimental to tho public interests. He preferred 
bearing the odium so liberally bestowed on him, 
rather than clear himself at the expense of the 
cause in which we were all engaged. The time 
had arrived when the matter could, without in- 
jury to tho service, be inquired into; and ho was 
determined that it rhould bo done, and that be- 
fore long all the documents referred to should be 
publit>h-:d, and spread before the American people, 
unless those whose duty it was to do so should in 
the mean time do him justice. 

He would state a few facts. On the 3J of June 
he took command at Cbambersburgh. On the 
4th be was iufonn d by the General-in-Chief 
that he conrid*red the addition to his force of a 
battery of artillery ard some regular infantry in 
dispensable. On the 8th of June a letter of in- 
structions was sent him, in which he was told 
(bat there must be no reverse; a check or a drawn 
battle would be a victory to tho enorny, filling 
bis heart with joy, his ranki with men, and hb 
magazines with voluntary contributions; and, 
therefore, to take his measures circumspectly at.d 
attempt nothing without a clear prof pact of suc- 
cess. Thi6 was good instruction and most sensi- 
b'e advice. Gcoi or bad, be was to obev; and he 
did. 

Oa Friday, the 13th, he was inform©! that, on 
the supposition that he w'ould cross tho river on 
the next Monday or Tuesday, Gen. McDowell 
would be instructed to make a demonstration on 
Munas?A9 Junction, lie wos surprised at the or- 
der, but promptly obeyed. On the 15th be 
reached Hagerstown, and on the 16th two-thirds 
of bis forces had crossed the Potomac. The prom- 
ised demonstration bv Gon. McDowell, in the di- 
rection of Manassas Junction, wus not made, and 
on the 16th, just three diva after he had been 
told he was expected to cross, he was telegraphed 
by the General in Chief to send him “at once all 
the regular troops, hf»r*e and foot, and the Rhode 
Island regiment and battery,” and told that ha 
was strong onoogh without tho regulars, and to 
keep within limi's until he could satisfy him that 
he ought to go beyord them. Oa the 17th he 
was again telegraphed: “We are ©reused here. 
Send the troops I have twice called for without 
delay.” This was imperative, ard the troops 
were sent, leaving him without a single piece of 
artillery, and, for the time, a single troop of cav- 
alry? It was a gloomy night, lu -. they wero all 
brought over tb« river again without loss. 

Oa the 20th of June he was asked by the Gen- 
eral-in Cbiof to propose, without delay, a plan 
of operations. On the 21st he submitted to the 
General-in-Chief his plan, which was to abandon 
the present line oj operations, move all supplies 
to Frederick, occupy Man land Heights with Ma- 
jor Doubled iy’s heavy guns, and a brigade of 
infantry to support them, and with everything 
e’se — horse, foot, and artillery — to cross the Po- 
tomac a* Point of Rocks , and unite with Colonel 
Stone's force at Leesburg from which point he 
could operate as circumstances should demand and 
the General's orders should require. No reply was 
receivt-d; bu\ on- ibo 27 lb, ihe General tele- 
graphed him that he supposed h* was that day 
crossing the river in pursuit of the enemy. 

On that day the enemy was in condition to 
cross tho river in pursuit..* lie T b a<L over fifteen 
thousand men, and from tweTIt V to* x venty-fenr 
guus. Gen. Patterson had abouTten thousand 
men and six gun. J , the latter immovaMo for want 
of harness. On the 28th he inf- rmed t ha General 
of the strengih of the «nemy and of his own ferer; 
that he would not, on his own responsibility, at- 
tack without, artillery, but would do to cheerfully 
and promptly if he would give him an explicit 
order to that effect. No ordar was given. On 
the 29th he received the harness for his single 
battery of six smooth -boro gunr, and on the 30th 
gave the order to cross. On tho 2d of July he 
crossed, met the enemy and whipped them. 

On the 9tn of July a council was held, at which 
all the comm tnders of divisions and brigades and 
chiefs of staff w'oro present. Col. Stone, ihe 
junior line officer, spoke twice and decidedly 
against an advance, advocating a direct move- 
ment to Shepardstown and Charlestown. All 
who spoke opposed an advance, and all voted 
against one. On the same day he ir.f >rmed the 
Ganeral- in-Chief of ihe condition of affairs in tbe 
valley, and proposed that he should go to Charles- 
town and occupy Harp-r’s Ferry, and asked to be 
informed when he would attack Manassas. On 
tho 12th ho was directed to go where ho had pro- 
pised and informed that Minas’as would be at- 
tacked on Tuesday, the 16th. On the 13tb he 
was telographed— “If not strong enough to boat 
the enemy early next week, make damonstra- 
tiors so as to detain him in the valley of Win- 
chester. ” Ue mad* the demonetrations, and on 
the 16th, the day Gon. Scott said he would at 
tack Manassas, he drove the enemy’s pickets into 
his intrenchments at Winchester, and on the 17th 
ourchcd to Charlestown. 

On the 13th he telegraphed the General-in- 
Chief that Johnston was iu a position to have bis 
strength dnubl >d just as he could reach him, and 
that he would rathor lose tbe chance < f accom- 
plishing something brilliant than by hazTiding 
his column, to destroy the fruit* of the campaign 
by defeat, closing his telegram thu-: “If wrong, 
let ms be instructed.” But no instructions came. 
This was eight days before the battle of Manassas. 
On the 17th, Gen. Scott telegraphed: “McDow- 
ell’s first day’s work has driven the enemy beyond 
Fairfax Court house. To-morrow the Junction 
will probably be carried.” With this inf r mat ion 
he was bsppy. Johnston had been detained the 
appointed lime, and the work of G*u. Patterson’s 
column had been done. 

On the eighteenth, at half pa«t one in tbe 
morning, he telegraphed Gen. Scott the condition 
of the enemy’s force and his own, referring to bis 
letter of tho 16th for full information, and closed 
tho despatch by asking, “Shall 1 attack?” This 
was plain English and could not bo misunderstood, 
but he received no reply. lie expected to bo at- 
tacked where ho was. and if Mana nas wa3 not to 
be attacked on that day’ as stated in Geu. Fcott’s 
despatch of tho dav previous be ought to have 
been ordered down forthwith to join in the battle, 
and tho attack delayed until he came. He could 
have been there on the day that the battle was 
fought, and his assistance might have produced a 
different result. 

On the 20th he heard that Johnson bad march- 
ed with 35, 000 Confederate troops, and a large 
artillery force, in a southeasterly direction. He 
immediately telegraphed the information to Gen. 
Scott, and’ knew that he received it the same 
dav. 

In accordance with »rw»trt*«Hnn3 ho cuino to 
Harnsr’s Ferry on the 21st, which place he held 
until relieved. 

Gen. Patterjon, during the course of hi3 re- 
marks, was repeatedly applauded, and closed 
amidst repeated cheers. 

To the Editors of the Louisville Journal: 

Frank fort, Kt., Nov. 22, 1861. 
The Constitution of the United States provides 
that “no State shall pass any law impairing the 
obligation of a contract ” and in this wise provis- 
ion is found the ultimate safety of our banks. So 
long as tho Federal Constitution is preserved, the 
banks will be securo from all attempts of tbe Leg- 
islature to impair or destroy them by unfriendly 
legislation. If the Constitution is destroyed, with 
it goes also the safeguard, and a fatal blow is 
given to them. 

The celebrated Dartmouth College wes saved 
from the attempts of the New Hampshire Legisla- 
ture to cripplo it, because, and only because, of 
this provision of our Federal Constitution. 

I am informed that many bank officers and em- 
ployees in this State are secessionist*, and still 
retain their positions. These men not only deny 
the obligation of an oath to support the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, but are giving aid and 
comfort to its enemies. I do not think it safe to 
entrust the money of the State, and the millions 
belonging to private ndividuals, to such moo; and 
I think, if private stockholders are blind to their 
interest, some remedy should be provided by the 
Legislature at its approaching session. The in- 
terest which the State has in these bank} will 
justify tbe Legislatura in parsing a law to the 
effect that no disloyal man shall hold efface in any 
bank chartered by the laws of this State. I am 
opposed also to the employment of secesriooists in 
any public capacity, as is the case both in the 
Federal and State governments, and hope that 
something will be done to correct the too frequent, 
abuses. CAUTION

Attempt to Procure the Discharge ok a 
Mirob.

Some weeks since a boy about fifteen 
years of age, named John L. Hawkins, ran off 
from his mother in this city, and joined a military 
company then forming here, and which after- 
ward went into camp near Frankfort, at Camp 
George D. Prentice. The boy being very young 
and afflicted with scrofula, his mother followed 
him up to Camp Prentice, and importuned the of- 
ficers in charge to release him. They doclinod to 
do so,* and she thereupon applied to the County 
Judge of Franklin count}', for a writ of habeas 
carpus and the release of her son. The company 
in which her son had enlisted had not boon re- 
ceived into the service or army of the United 
States — they were in the service of Ihe State of 
Kentucky exclusively, and under the control of 
the Kentucky Military Hoard, and had been on- 
listed and sworn under the act of the Kentucky 
Legislature, passed at the last searijo, which orly 
authorized the enlistment of volunteors between 
the ages of 18 and 45. The officers who had the 
hoy iu custody producod him before the Judge, in 
response to the writ, but claimed to hold him as a 
voluntoer soldier in the United States army, and 
the Judge decided that as they claimed to hold 
the boy under a United States law, ho had no 
power or jurisdiction as a State Judge to hear

Lath from Buckner’s Headquarters.— A 
correspondent at Elizabethtown informs us that 
a Union man who bad beon persecuted by the 
secessionists and taken to Buckner at Bowling 
Green had returned to that neighborhood. n« 
Btates that on lhursday a force of robels had left 
Bowling Green for Bacon creek, and that he saw 
secession scouts (cavalry) within five or six miles 
of Nolin. He further states that the forces at 
Bowling Green amount to about 30,000 men, moet 
of whom are Tennessee troops, and that on Mon- 
day last an Arkansas regiment arrived from 
Columbus, Ky., who stated that they bad clean- 
ed out the Federels at Belmont on the Mississippi, 
taking many of them prisoners and killing and 
wounding over 1,000. Arms were arriving daily 
from Memphis, and a few loads of provisions had 
come to camp. No salt could be had, and only 
one or two regiments were decently clothed, the 
majority of the troops being without overcoats, 
and their clothing badly worn. The men were 
dissatisfied at their treatment, and many of them 
were anxious to be led to battle. Bowling Green 
was well fortified, and it was his opinion that tbo 
rebels would make a stand there, and that a col- 
umn would be moved forward to tempt our forces 
onward. There was much sickness among the 
rebels, and there were several hundred sick with 
measles and typhoid fever, over three hundred 
having been eent, last week, to the general hos- 
pital at Nashville. Gen. Bishop Polk was ex- 
pected from Columbus with a division, and great 
rejoicing was the consequence. It was the opin- 
ion of the escaped man that the rebete would draw 
the Federals onward to Bowling Green, show 
fight, and then retreat to join Z dlicofftr. 



Gen. Crittenden’s Command. — The Hon. J. 
Kemp Goodloe reached oar city last evening from 
Calhoun, in McLeaa county, where be has been 
serving as a volunteer aid on the staff of Briga- 
dier General Crittenden. He informs ns that a 
young man came into camp at that place on Sat- 
urday, bringing the information that Breckin- 
ridge was sixteen miles from Greenville wilh two 
regiments, one of infantry and ooe of cavalry, in- 
tending to cross (ireen river at Rochester, above 
Calhoun and at Ashbysburg below, while a third 
party was to approach Kumsey and amuse Crit- 
tenden with a feint while the others got into his 
rear. This is the origia of the rumors that have 
been dialing about here, though the information 
was discredited at Calhoun, for the young man 
professes to have seen Breckinridge and Clint. 
McClarty ard obtained there particulars from 
them. We have no great faith in the military 
science of Breckinridge, but he would hardly bo 
bo foolish as to detail his plans and then permit 
the recipient to leave his camp. 

There was another report at Ashbysburg that 
that the Confederates have left Hopkinsville to go 
to Ramsey. Fcouts were sent on to learn the 
facts, who went to Madisonville, some twenty 
miles, and reported that the rebels had left, but 
were marching southward. This was not be- 
lieved. Gen. Crittenden is fully prepared to re- 
ceive “the private soldier’s musket” or the Briga- 
dier’s sword. Indeed he and bis men aro all 
burning with anxiety for active service.

The Governor is evidently getting alarmed 
for the safety of his own "sovereignty.” The 
taking of Pensacola and our landing at Fernan- 
dina would cut the State off entirely from its sis- 
ter Confederates. Florida was one of tho first 
States to rush into rebellion. It will be one of 
the first to bo brought back again ioto the Union.

To this end I 
request that all places of business and amuse- 
ment be closed, and that the people repair to 
places sot apart for the worship of God and j >in 
one another in praise and thanksgiving to Him 
for mercies and blessings that are past, and to 
fervently invoke a continuar.ee of His protecting 
care and of His abundant blessings for toe future.

Sr. Helena.— An exchange has a description 
of St. Helena, celebrated as the prison of Napo- 
loon Bonaparte, which lies in about fifteen degrees 
south and fifty degrees west, and contains a pop- 
ulation of nearly 4,000 persons, including a regi 
mentof British coldiers. The principal and only 
port where vessels can obtain anchorage is James- 
town. Vessel! on their way to and from the East 
Indies and China frequently stop here to replen- 
ish their water, which is brought off in "tanks” 
or lighters, and is the staple of the island. The 
native inhabitants (Yamstock), being a mixture 
of Chinese and African negroes, are an indolent 
and filthy race, too l*zy to work for anything be- 
yond a living. Tbe female portion of the popu- 
lation are nearly all the women of the soldiers, 
living in miserable bovel9, four and five in a room. 
Provisions of all kinds are high and scarce, fresh 
beef and pork of an inferior quality being thirty 
cents a pound. Vegetables are brought from the 
Cape and Little Fish Bay, the island not produc- 
ing enough to supply the garrison and the wants 
of the English residents. Potatoes are sold by 
w’eight at the rate of 22 eludings per hundred 
pounds. The water is sold by the ton, and no 
vessel can obtain a supply until after she lias an- 
chored, for which a fee is charged by tho autbori 
ties of the port,

This morning’s light brought rather a dampener 
upon tho expectations of "the general camp,” as 
it was ushered iu with torrents of rain; but wilh 
the noonday the welcomo tun appeared, when the 
rogimont was drawn up in front of tho Colonel’s 
tent, and tho coremonies of the presentation 
commenced. When tho orator of the occasion, 
Mr. Robert Ilervev, mounted the stand, the flags 
were for tho first' time unfurled since loaving 
Chicago, and consisted of a national flag of the 
finest quality of silk, a regimental flag, and a 
complimentary flag to the Colonel and a majority 
of tbe officers of the regimont, who are of Scot- 
land's noblest sons. 

The regimental colors is composed of blue silk, 
regulation size, finest texture, fringed wi h yel- 
low, in ihj centre of which was a gilt tpread- 
eagle, from the beak of which floated a ribbon, 
upon which were inscribed the words "E Piuribus 
Unum;” the eagle was encircled with thirteen 
stars, over which, in a half circle, appeared a 
rich halo, and underneath tbe eagle in gilt letters 
were tho words "12th Reg. III. Volunteers.” The 
other (complimentary) Hag was of white silk, 
with red border and yellow fringe, ornamented 
in the centre with a representation of tbe Scotch 
thistle; over and beneath which were inscribed 
the following familiar words (with the exception 
of McArthur’s name being substituted for that of 
the hero of Lucknow), "Dinna ye hoar tho slo- 
gan? Tia McArthur and his met'.!" 

Tho circumstances connected with the presen- 
tation of these flags are somewhat interesting, and 
especially that of the list named. 

Col. McArthur's regiment w »s one of those de- 
spatched to a point within fifteen miles of Co- 
lumbus, under Gen. Paine, aa a fcint, while our 
fore >s from Cairo made the attack on Belmont. 
While under marebiog orders the evening pre- 
vious, it occurred to Col. McArthur that he had 
no colors ucdor which he could rally bis men, 
shou'd his regiment engage the enemy. When 
upon the very moment, he wrote his regrets to bis 
friend Alex. White of Chicago, the conclusion of 
tis remarks being as follows: "But a flag, how- 
ever, I must have from some source, for dinna ye 
hear slogan, ’lis McArthur and his men;” and 
upon the strength of this letter, Mr. White, with 
the assistance of hia friends, procured for the 
noble-spirited Colonel tho Hags mentioned. 

In the presentation speech (by Mr. Robt. Her- 
vey), the speaker made use of the following elo- 
quent language, which shows forth tbe import- 
ance of a flag and the influence it possesses over 
the struggling warrior: 

"You have drawn your sword6 in defence of 
one of the most beneficent Governmont3 on earth, 
causelessly, wantonly, and rushlcssly assailed, 
and I feel assured that these swords will never 
again be sheathed until treason and rebellion 
shall have boon swept from the land, and until 
that glorious banner (pointing to the stars and 
stripee) shall again wave poudly as of yore over a 
hapnv, contented, and reunited people. 

*‘But tbis happy consummation canro* bo hoped 
for without a struggle, severe and perhaps pro- 
tracted, but be that as it may, l>e the struggle 
short or lasting, your friends feel confident that 
in your hands these flags are safe; that they will 
never be suffered to trail while a single soldier of 
the Twelfth survives to bear them aloft, but that 
wherever danger is to be accounted or honor to bo 
won, there they will be found borne proudly on- 
ward aod f rward in the face of the foe. 

‘And when you swoep the enemies of your 
country frem before you, as 1 know you will wbon 
an opportunity is offordad you. and they turn in 
dismay to see who are their destroyers, the an- 
swer may be thund. red in their ears in tbe woids 
inscribed on that little flag, ‘Dinna ye hear the 
slogan, ’lis McArthur and his men.’ 

‘‘The last lock of such of your gallant fellow sol- 
diers as may in tho providence of God fall on the 
battle-field will be fondly dirretod to -that banner 
of our country (pointing to tho flig of our Union), 
and it shall soothe the bit^rnces of death for 
them to see with their latest glances lhat it still 
waves triumphantly over their brothers in arms. 
And, although the sight of friends and kindred 
may never more gladden their eyes, and ihoy 
may fill soldies’ graves ‘far away from the loved 
ones at home,’ lot thorn he consoled by the 
thought that their country will remember that 
they fell as heroes fall — 

With their back* to the ground 
Aud their feet to tho foe; 

Leaving in hattle no biot on their name, 

Thoy look proudly to H*.av*.*u from the death bed of 
fame.’’ 

And— 

‘From graven wherein they lie 

Shall one day burnt a victory song, 

Th« Union banner gr^et* tho eky. 

And treason’s (Hg Khali trail ere long.” 

After some further remarks from this elrquent 
gentleman, tho flags were transmitted to the col- 
or-bearers of tho regiment, amid cheer of.er cheer 
for the Stars and Stripes, after which Messrs. 
Lombard and Church SAng the "Star-Spangled 
Banner” and ‘The Sword of Bunker Ilill, ’which 
were received with thunders of applause. Ol. 
McArthur replied to the presentation speech in 
a heroic and soldier like strain, expressing his 
admiration, surprise, and gratitude for the mag- 
nificent gift, promising to bring them br^ck 
crowned with victory and honor, or bathe them 
in his blood till all tho stripes grow red. The 
regiment and guesta then called upon Captain 
Charles Willard, of the Chicago Light Artillery, 
who addrossed them in most olcquent terms, and 
the following is a portion of hia remarks worthy 
of being recorded; 

Fellow soldiorr — men of tbe 12th — 
remember that in this struggle there are other 
eyes to look upon us than tboss that surround us 
here or upon the bloody field. We are here upon 
the soil of loyal old Kentucky, the land that 
holds the sacred ashes of that peerless patriot 
‘Harry of tbe West’ — the immortal Clay. From 
the classic shades cf Ashland como3 to ui his life- 
long fervent appeals to be forever loyal to the 
ftig that now proudly floats above us, ’to our be- 
loved, our God- given, our glorious old Union. 
And as we move onward against the merci- 
less destroyers of the bonded world’s hope for free- 
dom, know ye not, can yo not feel that from tho 
pled aud silent halls of death the dark curtain 
s lifted, his just spirit comes forth to hover over 
and around us and light in our bohalf, to smile 
upon our effort, to bless us for our sufferings, and 
to receive with loving greeting ond lead to their 
reward the fpiri'.s of those who fall in support of 
the noble cause of Truth, Liberty, and Union!” 
The remaiks of Capt. Willard were received 
with hearty approbation and cheers. This officer 
is deserving of much credit for the patriotic spirit 
he evinced upon the breaking out of the war. 
He is esteemed as one of tho most promising 
young lawyers of the city of Chicago, and has 
sacrificed a large and profitable practice to fight 
the battle of bis country. It is to be regretted 
that he is suffering with a broken arm, which was 
occasioned some six weeks since from the kick of 
ahorse. Capt. Willaid was followed in a neat 
speech bv General Paine, in which he compli- 
mented Col. McArthur and his men highly, call- 
ing the 12th regiment bis veteran regiment. The 
soldiers and command were also addressed by 
Judge Wilson, Lient. Col. Chetland (of tbe 12tn 
lllinola), and Gen. Swift in appropriate and spir- 
ited words, when, after one of our soul-stirring 
national sooge from our vocalists before named, 
and the soldiers delivering round after round of 
cheors for tbe Union, tho commanders, and our 
flag, the ceremony was concluded, the band play- 
ing national oirs the while — when the officers and 
guests repaired to a most suptuons dinner which 
occupied one of the tables, which is half the 
length of the camp ground. After a most effec- 
tual rout of tho viands, the party repaired to 
the city proper. 

In the evening a grand ball was given in honor 
of the occasion, and the guests from Chicago, 
which was handsomely attended by the officers 
and their ladies (such as had them) from the va- 
rious regiments stationed at this point, as well as 
a number of lady rebels who (dis)honorod tho 
pay and festive hall with thoir society, but. 
strange as it may appear, they looked as loyal 
and as innocent as any other fair ones. I was 
only told that a few of them were of the rebel 
ord-.*r, and I was afterwards willing to accept the 
slightest assurance that they were misrepresent- 
ed, as 1 notic d tho rraile of approbation on their 
lips when tbo Star-Spangled Banner was sung by 
our vocalists, but it might hive been — as there 
was rlenty of room for such — for the ringers and 
not (he santj The ball-room, which ri called 
Market Street Hall, is a very fine one and was 
tastily dccora'.ed with fl*gs and appropriate mot- 
toes, among which 1 noticed the fallowing: "The 
Constitution and the Union,” ‘The Union To- 
Night,” "Mason and Slidell— the best laid 
schemes of mice and men gang oft aglee, ” "Sco- 
riae in tbe van for Freedom,” "McArthur, re- 
spected by all and loved by his men, ” "Our Gen- 
erals, Smith, Wallace, 1'aine, brave, loyal,” 
"Oar guests from Chicago, fit representatives of 
the Garden City,” "Disunion, nary time.” 

1 omitted to state that four companies of this 
Regiment (l*2<h) stationed at Smithland, under 
command of Col. Chetland, arrived here in the 
morning to be present at the presentation. Ow- 
ing to private business of importance at home 
the majority tf the delegation was obliged to 
return as soon as practicable, and was compelled 
to take their departure on the steamer which 
left at 10 I'. M., and consequently lose a great 
portion of the festivities of the night’s entertain- 
ment, and leave the conclusion to the officers 
principally; and I will be compelled to leave 
here alao with the delegation, and make, as us- 
ual, a sudden exit. Further news than that re- 
ceived by telegraph since my last letter has not 
yet made its appearance. W. C. C. 



RIVER AND STEAMBOAT NEWS.

The fine new steamer -W. W. Crawford, Capt. 
Parr, is tbe regular packet for Henderson at the 
usual hour this afternoon. Mr. N. L. Johnson 
has charge of the office. 

The popular steamer Star Grey Eagle, Capt. 
Donnelly, will also leave for Henderson at five 
o’clock this afternoon. 

The gunloata Pittsburg and Saint Louis, which 
were to leave St. Louis on Saturday for Cairo, 
wero delayed, and did not leave until Sunday 
morning. The Saint Louij has on board thirteen 
large guns. 

The Platte Valley left St. Louis on Saturday 
for Cairo, and had, besides other passengers, a 
number of the Camp Jackion prisoners. 

SiT Six or eight frame houses in Pendleton, 
mar Cincinnati, were destroyed by fire on Satur- 
day night.

Another Southern Expedition. — Captain 
David D. Portor. United States Navy, is in town, 
says the Now York Poet, getting together the 
mate! ills for another expedition to the Southern 
coast. Tho destination of Captain Porter is not 
known, of course, but there is no doubt, from the 
fact that he has been selected to lead it, that 
there will be fighting done. Ho comes of a family 
who are noted for the moa: desperate bravery. 
Ono of the most gallant and remarkable actions 
in all naval history was tho fight of Commodore 
David Porter, of the Essex, carrying thirty- 
two guns, with the British ships Pfccebe, carrying 
forty- six guns, and Cborub, twenty-eight, in 
1814, in Valparaiso harbor, where he was at- 
tacked. in violation of the neutrality of the port. 
The fighting blood has Dot died out of the de- 
scendants of the gallant Co nmodor*-. There are 
now about eighty Government vessels of various 
sizes and classes in this port, ready or nearly 
ready for sailing. Others aro preparing for ser- 
vice. It seems, therefore, that tho blows on the 
Southern coast are to be continued.

SLIDELL’S PROPERTY, &c. 

Washington, Nov. 25. 

The regulars on this side of the Potomac were 
reviewed to-day by Gen. McClellan. Mrs. Lin- 
coln, several foreign ministers, and a large crowd 
of FpecuUtor3 wore present. 

Gen. Andrew Porter, tbe Provost Marshal, com- 
manded the whole force, consisting of 2,200 
cavalry, 1,900 infantry, and nine batteries of 
artillery. 

Geu Sykes commanded the infantry. Lieuten- 
ant Col. Emory commanded the 15lh cavalry, 
snd Mrfjor Hunt tbe artil'ery. After General 
McClellan bad galloped around the linos and the 
troop3 had passed before him, the batteries went 
through the manual and the order of battle chang- 
i ig position and firing with great rapidity. 

During the review a system of rignaling bo- 
tween the corps on the field and spectators on the 
dome of the Capitol was carried on. The system 
has now been brought to great perfect ion both 
for day and night use. 

Gen. Sumner has been put in command of a 
division of lately arrived regiments. 

Gen. Cook has beou assigned tbe command of 
tbe regular cavalry, all denials to the contrary 
noth withstanding. 

Lord Lyons was iadiscroot enough lo 6ay in a 
general conversation soon after the seizure of Ma- 
son and Slidell that, of course they would be re- 
turned. Understanding the effect of his words 
upon the country, he has since preserved silence, 
saying that he has nothing to say until ho receives 
instructions. 

Tho question of arming Indians is undor discus- 
sion. It will be the determination of the Gov- 
ernment probably to shape i*s course inconformi- 
ity to the conduct of the rebels. The topic may 
be adverted to in therepoit of the Superintendent 
of Indian Affairs, which will contain facts show- 
ing that a great majority of the full blooded In- 
dians aie loyal, while tho robels had worked with 
more success opon tho half breeds, 

A day or two since a resident traitor wa* found 
spiking the guns of Griffin’s battery.

The first detachment for ihe former plac^ were to 
start on Friday afternoon, and comprises 150 men, 
inclusive of : 20 commissioned oflicers.

Joseph Farrar, of 2d Kentucky 1st; W. B Ffotch- 
er, arsistant surgeon Indiana 6th; Lt.E. W. Hale, 
of the steamer Fanny. The Enquirer says the 
prisoners selected were greatly pleased *at the 
change. 

Tho Charleston Mercury of the 21st publishes a 
despatch from New Orleans the 20ib, which 
staU-s that intense excitement prevails there rel- 
ative to the attack on Columbus. Commodore 
Hollins had gone there with hie fleet, and had 
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All the river pilots had been impressed. 17,000 
troop3 and 70 cannon were »t Columbus. 

The Government has advices that Richmond, 
as well as Savannah, Charleston, Memphis, 
and New Orleans were in a panic. Familios were 
packing up to be in readiness to leave when the 
1 ankoes approached. It was the general belief 
that the rebel government had already commenced 
moving its archives to Nashville, so suddenly 
made the Capital. The Government also has in- 
telligence that the discount on tho Confederate 
Treasury notes is alroady 30 per cent, and that 
onprivate issues it must le still greater. 

This morning, companies A and II, of Colonel

rebel cavalry supported by infantry. Our men 
were fired upon by the cavalry. One horse was 
wounded and one member of Company A w'aa in 
jurtd by his horse falling upon him.

Iloul fur Company A to 
advance, the infantry of the rebels took fright 
and retreated. 

Count de Villineau has been assigned to Me 
Clellan’s staff with the rank of Colon* 1. lie is 
a graduate of the School of St. Cvr, and was a 
Colonel by brevet in the Fronch army. 

Thomas Bragg, of N. C. f has been appointed 
rebol Attorney General ia place of Benjamin, 
made Secretary of War. 

(Special to the Herald.] 

A deserter from the rebols named Wm. West, 
son of a clerk in the Treasury Department, who 
was impressed five months ago at Winchester 
and at tbe lime be left the rebel camp wa 3 an 
orderly to one of the Brigadier General*, came 
into our lines to-day. He reports the headquar- 
ters of the enemy 'are still at Centreville, and 
that the force immediately around that poini is 
60,000, and that number is supposed to be less 
than half of the whole rebel force on tho Poto 
mac.

Meat and bread are plenty, but coffee and sugar 
aro warce. The troops are' living in touts. Thev 
are tolerably well clothed and pretty well armed. 
Some of their arms they lately received from Eu- 
rope. Tbo troops he rays, are in good spirits. 
They express the belief lhat thev can maintain 
their line of occupation in front of us, agaiost 
any force we can bring. Tboy are constantly 
told bv their officer*, and especially by their 
chaplains, that this is a war of subjugation, de- 
vastation, and abolition. They are formidably 
intrenched at Centreville, but- no seige guns are 
there. There are five intrenchments at Manassas 
wilh some heavy guns. He siys, that, to his 
knowledge, no troops had gone southward— the 
coast operations not causing any dispersion of 
their forces. This is contradicted by other autho- 
rities. He brought with him a g«x>d horse, and 
is well clothed with double -woollen under cloth- 
ing and a heavy woollen overcoat. He has one 
Sharpe’s rifle, and presented as good an appear- 
ante as our orderlies generally. 

Information has been receiv'ed tc-day, from rebel 
6ouices, of the intention of the enemy to burn 
Hunter's mills.

^ It is understood that Gen. Marquess will com - 
Line the strength of the Church party, consisting 
of Mexicans and Spaniard*, who will pravtbe 
Queen of Spain for a king for tho throne t f Mex- 
ico. An uncle of the Queen has been designated 
for tbis office. He is already old and could livo 
but a short time and Mexico would thus revert to 
Fpain; the policy being tho same as that pursued 
towards Hayti.

These vessels are nearly 
ready for service. 

The Government has just purchased Vander- 
bilt s Staten Inland ferry boa?s, Westfield and 
Clifton. They are the finest boats on any forry 
line running from this city, and are capable of 
carrying 3,000 to 4,000 men. with a considerable 
bittory, while drawing but five or six feet of wa- 
ter. 

A Key West lotter states that the privateer 
Beauregard made no resistance. She was com- 
manded by Captain Gilbert Hoy, and was cap- 
tured 100 miles from Abaco. She throw over- 
board most of hor ammunition, &c. She had met 
no vessels, and had not even fired a gun since 
leaving Charleston. 

The vessel captured by tbe Connecticut wa3 the 
schooner Adelaide, of Nassau. She was bound to 
Savannah, and bad several cases of swords aboard, 
and her purser was Lieut. Hardy, of the Confed- 
erate army. 

The stoamer Isabel is represented to be rearlv 
ready for her armament at Charleston. She will 
be commanded by Captain Rollins. 

Kansas City, Nov. 26. 

Col. Jennison has issued the following procla- 
mation: 

To all persons in arms against Ihe Government in 
Jackson, Johnson , Taylor , Cass , and Pettis 
counties: 

First — All who are now in arms against the 
Government of tho United States in the above 
named counties and who surrender their arms and 
ammunition to me, and deliver to me all Govern- 
ment property in their possession and under th*ir 
control within a reasonable time, and who shall 
sign a deed of forfeiture and shall hereafter per- 
form their duty as good and loyal citizens shall 
not be held responsible for pa*t acta-of rebellion, 
but shall be protected in their lives and property. 

Second — The arms which are thui surrendered 
to me shall be stored and taken account of, ro that 
when they shall be called for by the owners there- 
of, thoy can obtain them. 

Third — Persons, who shall surrender them- 
selves while making arrangements for returning 
to their neighborhoods, shall be respected in their 
rights whilo arranging or attempting to arrange 
any terms, and shall be allowed to return to their 
hom«9, even should they, after a conference, fail 
to come to any arrangement or understanding. 

Fourth — All who si\all disregari| hese proposi- 
tions and shall continue in armed rebellion against 
the Government of the United States shall be 
treated as traitors and slain, wherever found their 
property shall be confiscated and their houses 
burned, aud in no case will any be spared, either 
in person or property, who refu3o to accopt there 
propositions. 

'Ihe deed of forfeiture accompanying these 
propositions convoys all real and personal prop- 
erty including present and future acquisitions, 
into the hands of the Government — said properly 
to be used for the benefit of the Government in 
case of rebellion. All loyal citizens %re re- 
quested to euiol themselves into a home guard, 
holding themselves amienable to the military au- 
thorities of the United States and of tho State of 
Missouri, and pledging their utmost exertions to 
maintain its authority against all hostile combi 
nations. 

St. Louis, Nov. 26.

ARRIVAL OF THE STEAMER CANADA. 

Halifax, Nov. 26. 

Latest via Londonderry — France . — The fact cf 
the deficit reaching £400, 000,000 sterling is at- 
tributed to the excess of expenditures for the ar- 
my and navy and tho public works over the esti- 
mates. The number of men rated were 392,000, 
but half a million are actually undor arms.

Only one sln^ils solitary 
man had the manliness to come to the wharf, and 
from him we gleaned the Information that the day 
before a 12 pot: n lor had been brought in from 
Hopkinsville, aud was planted on 'be banks of the 
river some few miles bo ow, to obstruct our pas 
sage, guarded by 300 rebel cavalry. O.i starting 
down the river, within a hilf mile of the town, 
they opened it upon ud scarcely fifty yards off. 
Be/ore the g-mnd died away, our 32-pouudura 
opened upon th«*m, and in a very short lime not 
a rebel was left in fight, when a few moments be- 
fore every log and tree screened one from our 
sight. 

The fact of our being undor headway at the 
time, and dinctly opposito their piece when it 
was di.-charged, preven ed us from capturing it. 
as they did not wait to take toe second shot with 
it, and bv the time we got rouuded to in this nar- 
row river, they hid got out cf sight with it. The 
balls from their mu kets and guns, fell thick for 
awhile harmless against the aides cf our vessel, 
ard on returning down the river this day wo ae- 
ce-talncd our canni ter shot msd* some havoc 
with tr euj b*fora they euccec-deJ in getting cut 
of reach We hoped to-day they might make the 
attempt over, as they have a force of over 2.000 
men and six pieces of cannon at Princeton, which 
1-, not over un miles back from the river, but Ih y 
had no lUire to try it over. The rebels have a 
perfect h 'rror cf this boat, and as we approach 
a iy of tba towns, which oftfcn is the caso, occu- 
pied by a company of the rebels, tbev a! wavs 
take off to tbe country for sifety. Oar only 
# trouble is ?boto from secreted foe?, who frequently 
fire at n*. trying to pick off some one from tin Ir 
place or conceal mu . So far we have been very 
fortunate, not having lost a single man. 

On returning down the river I wa3 very much 
surprised to see and meet the steamer “Pink Yar- 
ble .” from Louisville, with a large bsYge in tow, 
on ner wav up ihe Cumberland rivor, with at 
least 200 ions freight, purporting to be the ma- 
chinery for a cotton factory in the State of Ten- 
nessee’ The whole deck of the barge was covered 
with boxes, but as she had tbo broad seal of 
“Secretary Chsso,” aa w*ll as the Collector of 
Customs at Loumi.le, Evansville, and Srni'h- 
land, to give clear pamge to tue gooda to the 
State of Tec nesate, I supple no one had any 
right to object to their free p ^sage. 

This mas be il^ht, hut it looks very much to 
me like aiding the very rebellion wo are trying to 
crush. 1 warrant were these goods or macbluery 
not to their advantage to have, they' would r.o’ 
get ten mil*s farther- tip the river before they 
would be wit d bv tho rebels and appropriated to 
tbeir u*ts.

Three wrappers for sick, two 
pairs of Canton flinnel drawer?, threa pairs of 
gloves, twenty-three pairs woollen socks, twenty 
pads for wounded, tixty rolls c.f bandage, fix 
rolls of lint, six towels, two pairs of piliow eases, 
three rolls of linen for lint, forwarded to head- 
quarters. It H hoped that in future the Commit- 
tees throughout the county will be able to report 
a liberal contribution. The ladi«s of this com- 
munity have acted nobly in spuing neither tune 
nor care to ameliorate t ie condition of those who 
have gone forth to defend their homes and hearth- 
stones and to assist in perpetuating ihe sacred 
principles of our Government.

D.vnokr of AN/EvniETic* —A committee ap 
pointed by the Boston Society for Medical Im- 
provement, on tho alleged dangers which scocm- 
pany the inhalation of Hulphuric ethor, have re- 
cently published iheir report, showing the supe- 
rior lately of ethe r , iu comparison with chloro- 
form, as an ar test be ic agent. But ia order to 
secure tho Bale inhalation of ether, it is indis- 
pensable to pay attention to the quality of the 
article used, to the method of administration, and 
to the symptoms of the patient while under it# 
influence, it i» important *0 know, what indeed 
is familiar to m.dical men, that a great deal of 
inferior ether is Bold, which capnot easily be dis- 
tinguished from the pure, except by its effects. 
The inferiority may arise from imperfect coiking, 
the pro*ence of alcohol, eulphuroua ncid, aid 
volatile oils. Etinr of this character is apt to 
cause a tedious and unsatisfactory inhalation, and 
in some eiises to irritato the mucous mombrano 
Huch accidents lead to u dortruftt of the pracical 
value of the agent. It should never be given 
frtm any inhaling apparatus. The bast medium 
for its administration is a large, bell-6bapod 
sponge, or a b Iff towel folded into the form of a 
cone. Ether should be poured profusely on the 
sponge or lowel, especially at the commence- 
ment. So far as taf*»iy is concerned, too much 
ether caDnot be u>-ed. A small quantity timidly 
poured t-n produces simply intoxication without 
arajitheaia, while a large amount, though caus- 
ing a greater dogree or resistance on the part of 
the patient, is certain to effect a satitfactory con- 
dition of insensibility. Ether may be ad minis- 
tered to porsons of all ages, from ihe now-bom 
infant to tbo octogenarian. Its subsequent effects 
arc rarely disagreeable. The nausea which follows 
its u e may be prevented or diminithed by giving 
it upon an empty stomach. Faintness, although a 
rare e.ent, is occasionally noticed, and demands 
the ordinary treatment by stimulants. Ilead- 
acho tome! linos remains for a few hours, but 
ssidom conrinues into the following day. The 
temporary accidents, as d- hrium, debility, and 
the non rot urn of the use of the mental faculties, 
which now and then ari*e from the adminietra 
tion of e her, are of oxtreme rarity, and are 
probably due to the peculiar constitution of the 
patient. With the precautions abovo alluded to, 
sulphuric ether, of all at sedhetic agents, is aEne 
worthy of entiro confidence. As preef of this, it 
is s'ated that about eight years ether alone 
had been used in the civil or hospital practice of 
Lyons, in France, and curing that time, not a 
single fatal result had occurred. In Boston, 
where more ether has probably been inhaled du 
ring the last fifteen years than in any other place 
in the world, no death has eyor been caused bv 
its use, or been heard of in (lie vie nliy, though 
repeatod deaths have happened from chloroform 
during the Fame period. Nor, after the most ex- 
tensive investigation of the subject by the Com- 
mittee, has a case been found which cun be re- 
garded as unquestionably and unavoidably fatal 
Irom the breathing of pure sulphuric ether. It is 
admitted, on tho contrary, by the staunchest par- 
tisans of chloroform, thai no care on the part of 
the adm in isi ration, nor intrinsic chemical perfec- 
tion, will insure the safety of the patient by whom 
it is inhaled. The advantages of chloroform are 
exclusively those of conveffiouce; its dangers are 
not averted by its admixture with sulphuric 
other in any proportiots; and hence, in the opin- 
ion of the Oipiniitee, the u*e of ethor in armios, 
to the extent which its hulk wi l permit, ought 
to be obligatory, at lea^t, in a moral point of 
view. * 

Better Keet a Diary — We have lone been 
of this opiuioD; but wo never saw the expediency 
of it so well stated aa by this writer in the “Lon- 
don Magazine:” “If a man koeps no diary, the 
path crumbles away behind him a 3 his foot* leave 
it; and days gone by are bui little mere than a 
b ank, broken by a few distorted shadows. His 
life is all confined wiihin tho limits of to day. 
Who doe3 not know how imperfect a thing mem- 
ory if? It not merely forgets; it misleads. 
Things in memory do not merely fade away, pre- 
serving as they fade tbeir own lineaments so long 
as they can be seen; they change their aspect, 
thev change their place, they turn to something 
quite different from the fact. In the pic *u re of 
the past, which memory unaided by any written 
reoord seta before u?, ti e perspective is entirely 
wrong. How capriciously some events seem quite 
roo#Lt, which the diary shows are really far 
away; and how unaccountably many things look 
far away, which, in truth, are not left many 
weeks behind us! A man might almost as w. 11 
not have lived at all as entirely to forget that be 
has lived, and entirely forget what be did on 
those departed days.* But I think that al- 
most every person would fael a great interest 
in looking back, day by day, upon what he did 
ar.d thought upon that day twelvemonths, that 
day threo or u.e years. Tbo trouble of writing 
the diary is very small. A few lines, a fow 
word.?, written ut the lime, suflioe, when you look 
at them, to bring all (what the Yankees call) 
tho surroundings of that s6a-on before you. Many 
little things come up again, which you ki.ow 
quite well y( u never would have thought of 
aga.u, but for your glance fit those words, and 
still which you feel you would be sorry to have 
forgotten. There must he a richness about the 
life of a person who keeps a diary, unknown to 
other men. At.d a million more little links and 
ties must bind him.io the members of his family 
circle, and to all among whom he live?. Lite, 
to him locking back, is not a bare line, slringiag 
together his personal identity; it ia surrour.dfd, 
intertwined, entangled with thousands and thou- 
sands of slight incidents, which give it beauty, 
kindliness, reality. S me folks’ life is like an 
oak walking stick, straight and varnished; 
usefal, but bard and bare. Other men’s life (and 
such may yours and mine, kindly reader, ovor 
b«) is like that oak when it was not a stick, but a 
branch, and waved, leaf-envt>l r >ped, and with 
lota of little twigs growing out of it, upon the 
summer tree. And yet more precious thao ihe 
power of the diary to call up again a boat of litile 
circumstances and facts, is its power to bring 
back the icdescribablo but keenly-felt atmosphere 
of those departed days. The old* time comes over 
ytu. It U not merely a collection, an aggregate 
of fact?, that coin os back; it is somethin^ far 
more excellent than that — it is the soul of (liys 
long ago; it is tho doar Auld laDg syne itself! 
The ptrtume of hawthorn hedges is there; the 
brmtih of breezes that fanned our gray hair when 
it made sunny curls, often smoothed down by 
hands that aro gone; the sunshine on the grass 
where these old fingers made daisy chains; and 
snatches of music, compared with which anything 
you hear at t lie opera is exfretnely poor. There- 
fore keep you a dtarv, ray friend. 

That Sitper to Mr. Prentice —Some silly 
st&Uments art going tin rounds cf the papers ia 
relation to certain declarations sail to have been 
made by Secretaries Cameron and Smilh on 
the “contraband” question, at the supper given 
to Qoorgo D. Prentice In Washington the other 
night. It Is alleged that General Cameron reite- 
rated the sentiment falsely attributed to him on 
a previous tocasion, in reference to tho policy cf 
putting arms into the hands of negroes. We Lave 
the Lest reasons for believing that no such senti- 
ments drepped from Mr. Cameron. The Govern- 
mtnt is cn icuhtecly ready to employ the slaves 
of rebel mas' ors whenever they are offered; but 
it is to put the spade ar.d the hoe, and rot mus- 
kets, in their bards. This bring the only policy 
that has been advoc^Jed by General Cameron, it 
follows that the assertion that Secretary Smith 
disavowed it on the part of the other members of 
the Cabinet is as ur founded as the declarations 
attributed to the former. The object of these 
misrepresentations aro evident. They are calcu- 
lated to make it appear that there are differences 
in the Cabinet on this question of arming the 
slaves, when, in fact, fts members are a unit 
against such a step. — .V. Y. Herald. 

Counterfeiting Rare Cirins and Medals — It has 
recently been difeovered that numerous persons 
are engaged in the business of counterfeiting old 
and rare coins and medals, which are highly 
prizod and tell at enormous prices. The coins are 
s > accurately executed that it requires the best 
of judges to distinguish them from the genuine. 
A caso has come to our notice where a manufac- 
turer of theae “relics” realized over $15,000 by 
an expense of about $200. Counterfeiters either 
alter kuown coin®, or strike new odof, or 'jplit the 
old specimens and rejoin the halves which do not 
belong to each othsr. American colonial coins 
and rare pieces are manufactured very skilfully 
in New York, and nothing is more common than 
to find rare dates on coins carefully altered from 



A Railway Across the English Channel. 
A railway across Ibe English Channel has long 
been the darling prtject of our great engineering 
theorists, though people have bithert'» looked 
upon it a? little more feasible than building cas- 
tles in the air. The French app-ar to have en- 
tertainod very positive views as to the possibility 
of the scheme, for pevcral Parisian engineers have 
published designs showing the facility with which 
it could bo carried out. All the scheme?, how- 
ever, that have hitherto been broached are ap- 
>arently far less practicable than that just 
>rought forth by Mr. James Chalmers, who pro 
poses to coouect the two empires by a tube re 
posing on the bed of the English Channel from 
the South Foreland to near Cclais, tho soundings 
along tho line ranging from seven to twenty- nine 
fathoms. Easy gradients on either side aro to 
lead down to the level, so that passengers and 
freight may proceed from London to Paris, and 
vice versa without change of carriage. The tuba 
is to be thirty feet diameter, and its natural buoy- 
ancy is to be counteracted by iron boxes attached 
to and surrounding it at intervals of eighty feet, 
and filled wiih rough heavy stones. There will 
be three ventilators, one in mid-cbannel and one 
about a mile from each shore, the central venti- 
lator being erected in t hentv-eight fathoms wa- 
ter, and weighing over 100,000 tons. Mr. Chal- 
mers gives a very elaborate estimate of the pro- 
bable cost of the work, the grand total being 
£12,000,000. |He also anticipates that the annual 
working expenses will be £85,000, and the gross 
revenue £1,300,00), leaving a net raturn of £1,- 
218,000. To be able to make the journey to 
France in half an hour, ar.d without suffering 
from the truly undignified malady of ?ea sick- 
ness, would be a consummation moet devoutly to 
bo wished, though the notion of travelling for 
that length of time at a d p:h of moro than one 
hundred foot b* low the sea would not be calcula- 
ted to eel the minds of passengers at rest.
